A QUEER OQUARREL. 


In Which the Relations of Church 
State Become Mixed, 

WASHINGTON, December 23.—A series of dis- 
patches received by the secretary of State from 
Minister Thomas O. Osborn, at Buenos Ayres, 
the last of which is dated October 14. 1834, de- 
scribes an interesting episode in the nature of 
a struggle between church and state in the 
Argentine republic, for the control of the 
norma! schools, a struggle which soon became 
the dominant issue in national politics, and 
absorbed much of the attention of the govern- 
ment and the people. In the normal school 
of that republic, established and supported by 
the national government, many pro- 
testant teachers, mostly ladies from 
the United States, are 
employed. On the 25th of April, 1884, Doctor 
Cara, a Catholic eclesiastic and acting bishop 
at Cardova, issued a pastoral letter prohibiting, 
among other things, the sending of Catholic 
children to a school where Protestant teachers 
were employed. The national government 
considering it an act of disrespect and insubor- 
dination, took ihe matter up, and after an ex- 
change of several notes between the minister 
of education, the government of the province 
of Cardova and Doctor Cara, referred it 
to the attorney general for his. opinion. The 
attorney general, in a long report giving a full 
review of the relations of the state, and the 
church, gives the opinion that the government 
which confirmed the church nominations 
could discipline and dismiss. President Roca 
accepted this opinion as sound doctrine, and 
issued a decree dismissing Dr. Cara. This 
wes followed by a sharp discussion in the 
press and also in congress, where a resolution 
was introduced calling for all the correspon- 
dence and protests by the authorities of the 
church, charging priestly subversion on the 
one side and encroachment and persecution 
by the civil authorities on the other. 
Notwithstanding {the decree, Dr. Cara 
refused to accept his his dismissal, and 
continued to exercise the functions of his 
priestly oflice. He even issued a second pas- 
torial, in which he asserted that it was his 
duty to obey instructions from Rome rather 
than the laws of the national government. The 
people are now divided into two parties, cleri- 
cal and anti-clerical. Congress passed a bill, 
which had been introduced at the pre- 
vious session, providing that in the details

Maltera with having been the instigator of all 
the trouble. “It is quite probable,” writes 
Osborn in his last dispatch, ‘‘that the president 
sentina message asking congress to approve 
the call for a convention to amend the consti- 
tution in order to relieve’ the state 
from the church.”

Natural Wealth Round About Tusea- 
loosa. 

TuscALoosa, Ala., December 23.—[Special.] 
Tuscaloosa. is situated inthe heart of the 
ecal and iron regions. <A traveling man, 
well versed in such matters, remarked the 
other day that there is as much natural wealth 
in fifty miles of Tuscaloosa as there is within 
the same distanceof any place in the United 
States.

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MR. MORRISON'S FRIENDS PUTTING 
HIM FORWARD. 


His Defects as a Leader and His Strong Points— 
Major George T. Barnes and Mr. Ben: Perley 
Poore—Mr. Theodore Cone’s Lecture on 
Ingersoll a Very Palpable Hit. 


WASHINGTON, December 23.—[Special.]—En- 
thusiastic friends of Mr. Morrison are clairfting 
that the recent adoption by the house of a code 
of rules prepared by him constitutes him the 
leader of the democratic majority in that body. 
Mr. Morrison himself may not give this rose- 
tinted interpretation to his recent victory, but 
it is easy tosee that he is in a high degree 
elated over it. 

It has added to his prominence beyond ques- 
tion, and has imposed a grave responsibility on 
him. But whether it will make him the leader 
of the majority or not depends on one thing. 
That is whether he can assert and maintain the 
capacity to lead. The house has no idols, and 
is jealous of any dictation. 

Mr. Morrison, with all his honesty, courage, 
industry, iron will and business sense, lacks 
some of the qualifications of a successful 
parliamentary leader. Heis a slow, tedious 
speaker, His voice is weak and husky. Huis 
action is strained and uneertain. Hisappear- 
ance is not commanding. He has a quick tem- 
per and readily forms strong personal preju- 
dices. Tohis friends he is one of the most 
gererous @{ men, but is a relentless and un- 
forgiving foe. Noman in congress is more 
cordially loved or more heartily hated. He 
bas no power that could enthuse a _ following. 
His long and industrious services in congress 
make him familiar with the history and the 
methods of its legislation. On this kuowledge 
and on the high respect for him as a min 
which is entertained both by those who like 
and those who dislike him—on these two 
,oints of strength mainly rest his chances of 
beccming tBe leader of the Cemocrats in the 
house. 

MAJOR BARNES AND BEN: PERLEY POORE, 

Major George T. Barnes was indignant when 
he read the sketch of himself in the new con- 
gressional directory to find that the historic 
county of McDuftie, which is in his district, 
appearcad as plain McDuff. Heinstantly in- 
quired how the error could be corrected, and 
was directed to Mr. Ben: Perley Poore, clerk 
to the senate committee on printing, who has 
charge of the directory. 

Mr. Pocre is as largeas Major Barnes. He 
wis larger a year ago, but since that time he 
has fallfeyr@t_u¥ pounds. A spontaneous sym- 
pathy sprang up betweenthe two, big, happy- 
hearted men asthey met. The Seu! occasion 
of business which brought them togéethes V4 
soon disposed of and they settled down toa 
jolly good talk. Mr. Poore is famed as one of 
the best table talkers at the capital and as the 
proprietor of an unlimited supply of good 
stories. A more genial companion or a more 
entertaining conversationalist than Major 
Barnes is hard to find. They madea noble 
pair. Their conversation drifted to Georgia, 
at the instance of Mr. Poore, who lived there 
when a boy. He preserves accurarely many 
recollections of the state and of its old fami- 
lies. The northeastern part of Gvorgia he con- 
siders the most beautiful portion of this conti- 
nent and contends that Tallulah is the loveliest 
waterfall on the globe. 

Mr. Poore is quite old—in years. He is 
looked up to as a patriarch by the journalists 
and correspondents in Washington—and pre- 
fers the company of young men. He is well 
fixed. His office under the senate pays him 
24,500 a year, while the easy, delightfal work 
he does for the press brings him in probably 
$2,500 more. 

THEODORE CONE’S LECTURE. 

Washington is a pet city among lecturers. 
They all come here. The people are great 
lecture goers and consequently are extremely 
critical. A suecess scored in Washington by a 
lecturer. is an excellent introduction to the 
other cities. Mr. Theodore Cone, of Georgia, 
ceriainly created a fine impression on the au- 
dience which heard him last Sunday night at 
Albaugh’s opera house. His subject was ‘“KRe- 
ligion, Science and Ingersollism, 
from the Stand point “ei ee 
of the World.” It about the 
came lecture he delivered in Atlanta last win- 
ter. I have heard several speakers reply to In- 
gersoll, but I think Mr. Cone has adopted the 
only style of treatment which can ever damage 
the eloguent pagan. The common manner of 
alluding to him is by blind and indiscriminate 
denunciation. Now, Ingersoll is amaster of the 
art of abuse, no less than of the art of eulogy. 
He will hold his hand with anybody 
when it comes to ridicule, Mr. Cone 
struck his vulnerable and most sensitive point 
when he discovered that Ingersoll is a superfi- 
cial fellow with a mere smattering of the 
sciences which he pretends to preach as subser- 
vise of Christianity. He 1s no logician, and 
though he is forever appealing to “reason,” a 
renson is the rarest thing one findsin his gor- 
ceous orations. Mr. Coneexposesin acalm but 
most ¢ffective manner theshallowness of Inger- 
soll’s knowledge and the weakness of his logic. 
He ecmpliments Ingersoll’s rhetoric and ora- 
tery almost extravagantly and proceeds to 
demonstrate that these attractive but airy ac- 
quisitions constitute the only strength of this 
“beautiful babbler.” 

In a subsequent lecture Mr. Cone will speak 
of the evidences of Christianity. He has made 
a Gecided hit in Washington. r. o. &. 
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A Rolling Mill Boiler Bursts After a Year 
of Idleness. 

HARRISEURG, Pa., December -While 
testing the beiler at the Lochiel Rolling Mill 
today, pricr to starting up the works, which 
have been idle fora year, one of them ex- 
ploded and scattered the steam and debris in 
every direction. Over 100 persons were in the 
vicinity at the time, and six were injured, two 
seriously. Thomas Welsh had his head badly 
cut and was terribly scalded about the legs 
from the waist down. His condition is con- 
sidered dangerous. William Pickens was 
struck in the stomach with a heavy piece of 
iron, and received internal injuries that may 
prove fatal. Both men were taken to the hos- 
pital. Two others were bruised and slightly 
cut. ‘The cause of the explosion is assigned to 
overcharging the boiler.

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The Book of Jeremiah Drivés a Woman 
Crazy. 

DecatuR, IJIl, December 23.—A young 
farmer, residing in Long Creek township, 
brought his wife to this place last evening, for 
treatment, she having suddenly became dan- 
gerously insane. Yesterday morning she at- 
tempted to kill her two children by dashing 
them across the room. One of them was seri- 
ously injured. Her husband had a desperate 
struggle with her, and his clothing badly torn 
in his efforts to subdue her. Mrs. Maiden was 
apparently well a week ago, when she began 
to read the Bible daily. She confined her 
reading to the Book of Jeremiah, aud finally 
thought that she and her family were forever 
lost, She is now in the county jail. 


Following Stolen Goods. is 

New York, December 23.—Miss Ellen King’s 
residence, in Vesey street, was burglarized on 
August 3, 1878, and ten United States $10,000 
bonds and $20,000 in money were stolen. On 
April 18, 1881, two of the bonds came into the 
possession of Drexel, Morgan & Co., baukers, 
in the regular course of business, after having 
been sold in open market in London. Miss 
King brought suit against the firm to recover 
the value of the bonds, and today Chief Justice 
Sedgwick gave a verdict in favor of the defend- 
ants, holding that as the firm pure 
the bonds bona fide for value the plaintiff could 


not recover. 


LEADER OF THE HOUSE. 
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ATTACKED BY STRIKERS.

Masked Men Attack 
Workers. 
PITTSBURG, Pa., December 23.—At about 
four o’clock this morning seventy-five masked 
men put in an appearance at the Old Eagle 
mines of W. H. Brown & Co., near Mononge- 
hela city, and the working miners, as they 
approached, were halted and compelled to re- 
turn to their homes under heavy fire. The 
strikers seemed more desperate than upon any 
previous occasion, They were all armed, and 
at least twenty-five shots were fired. Super- 
intendent Joneg, of the Old Eagle mines, says 
the strikers had evidently lain in wait in the 
woods near the mines for the greater part of 
the night, as they were not observed until they 
rushed down the hillside firing their revolvers 
and guns. The workmen were frightenedand 
ran for their lives. None were 
shot, but @ number were ivjured in their ea- 
gerness to escape. Two, whose names could 
not be Jearned, jumped oyer a small precipice 
and were quite seriously injured. After all 
the miners had. been driven off, Superintendent 
Jones took charge, but was compelled to re- 
treat under threats of bodilyharm. At eleven 
o'clock all wag reported quiet, the strikers 
having departed shortly after daylight. It is 
said that the @working miners at the Eagle 
pits will be supplied with arms today for their 
protection in the future. A later dispatch is 
that the strikers are still in possession of the 
mine. An attaek with stones was also made 
on the homes of the miners, and the windows 
were broken im about twenty-five houses. No 
one wrs injured, 


THE NANTICOKE DISASTER. 


All Hope Abandoned-—-The Miners Thought 
to be Entombed Forever. 

VILK ESBARRE, Pa., Decem .—It is now 
a celtainty that all the imprisoned miners at 
Nanticoke are dead. The most experienced 
miners in the valley say that when the black- 
damp and gas made their appearance, it was 
not long before the men choked to death. 
While it is hoped that the bodies may be re- 
covered in two weeks, itis thought ,they are 
entombed foreyer, notwithstanding the com- 
pany is doing all in its power to recover the 
bodies. The work hasto be stopped in the 
Pross vein, both at Nanticoke and Morgantown, 
cutting off the pay roll of $6,000 a day. All 
the other works of the Susquehanna coal com- 
pany were put in operation today.

tour Hundred Miners Entombed, 

Lenpon, December 23.—A dispatch from 
Pont-v-Pridd, Wales, reports that a terrible 
colliery explosion has just occurred at Ferdale 
pit, near there, and that four hundred miners 
are euntombed, No details of the catastrophe 
have as yet been veceived. 

A later dispatch says that twelve dead bodies 
have been taken outof the Ferndale mine, 
and thirty miners have been tescued, more or 
less injured. The remainder of those who 
were in the mine at the time of the explosion 
are believed t# be safe, 

The explosion in Ferndale pit today occurred 
in the upper of the two seams. There were 
750 men in the mine at the time of the explo- 
sion. The majority were in the lower seam, 
otherwise the death list would have been much 
larger. At least fifty men were killed in the 
upper seam and scores were terribly burned 
The injured were carried to places of safety 
by their more fortunate companions, who had 
not been hurt. 

The latest dispatches from Ferndale pit say 
that 220 men have been rescued; but seven of 
them are fearfully burned. 


The Trouble at Bevier.

MADAGASCAR. 


THE NEW DEPENDENCY OF THE 
FRENCH REPUBLIC. 


General Rejoicing in France Over the End of the 
War—The Irish Home Rule Agitation—Pat- 
riek Egan Has Some Opinions—Michael 
Davitt Speaks—Other News Notes. 


Paris, December 23.—The public are en- 
thusiastic over the conclusion of peace with 
Madagascar. The Journal des Debats says: 
“The provisions of the treaty aré most honor- 
able.’ The Gaulois says: “They mightSbe 
worse.’”’ The radical papers say that the treaty 
is not worth much, and will soon be broken by 
the Hovas. : 

The Pall Mall Gazette says: 

By the treaty of peace between France“and Mad- 
egascar, the former virtually abandons her preten- 
sions in Madagascar and the ruler ofthe Hovas is 
recognized as the sovereignofthe whole island. 
The statements abouta French protectorate and 
war indemnity are nonsense. The draft of the 
treaty does nat mention a protectorate, [while the 
so-called indemnity is intended to reimburse Euro- 
peans whose property has been damaged by war 
and not a penny of it willenter the French treas- 
ury. 


The Tonquin Credits. 

Paris, December 23.—In the chamber of 
deputies today, Premier Brisson insisted that 
the full amount of the Tonquin credits asked 
for be granted. He said it would be dishonor- 
able for France to break the treaties with China 
and Annam, and it was equally impossible for 
France to abandon her allies. It was necessa- 
ry tostrengthen the French garrison at Hue, 
in order to foilthe Annamite intrigues. The 
government desired not to annex Annam, but 
to exercise a protectorate over it, and to effect 
a reconciliation conducive tothe honor and 
interests of France, as had b@en done in Mada- 
gascar. He appealed tothe chamber to uphold 
the national honor.

Micheal Davitt Will Accept the 
Home Rule Project. 

Lonpon, December 23.—Micheal Davitt, in 

interview today respecting home rule for 
Ireland, said: 

“The alleged proposals of Mr. Gladstone, 
recently published, are a good basis for the set- 
tikment of the Irish question. I advocate 
Daniel O’Counell’s plan tor minority represen- 
taticn in the Irish parliament. 1 would give 
seventy-five seats tothe loyalists and 225 to 
the Parneliites.

The 
pcwer to protect and foster Irish industries 
must also be conceded to the Irish parliament, 
Scme of the ablest men in England expect to 
see a deadly struggle between Russia and Eng- 
lard for the possession of India within the 
rc xttwo years, and it is the policy of England 
to scttle the Irish difliculty before that time 
comes. The movement of the last six years, 
uniting, as it has done, every single element 
in Ireland outside of a little Knot of loyalists 
who call themselves Orangemen, 
and backed up as it is by the 
sympathy of the liberty-loving people of the 
world, but more especially of the people of 
America, has taught England that, in the 
words of Gladstone, ‘only an Irish parliament 
will meet the case.’ I believe that nothing 
short of the right that Canada possesses 
should be or will be accepted by the Irish 
people. The control of the police and the 
courts by an Irish parliament is absolutely in- 
dispensable, if the settlement is to be perma- 
nent. The police in Ireland at present are 
aimed and drilled as a military force, and re- 
garded themselves not as servants of the peo- 
ple who pay them, but as _ their 
masters. As to the loyal minority, 
about which England is_ so _ solicitous, 
they will be exactly as safe and have their 
rights just asmuch respected in Lreland as a 
similar minority in Illinois. The probabilities 
in favor of Salisbury dissolving parliament are 
very remote, as that would not better in any 
way the position of his party. Parnell, at an 
early stage of his career in 1877 and 1878, wor- 
ried the house of commons with only six fol- 
lowers. In the last parliament with about 20 
workers he broke up the Gladstone government 
with its majority of 120. Now, with 86 follow- 
ers, he can simply make the government in 
England impossible unless whatever party may 
be in power comesto his terms. Then, in 
the event of a failure on the part of 
Parnell and his party to obtain through 
“ecnstitutional methods, the recognition of 
Ireland’s legitimate rights’’ England would 
have to deal with the Irish revolutionary ele- 
ment, embracing the most daring, the most 
intrepid, the most devoted men of every race 
in Jrelard, England and here in America. 
This section of our countrymen want to see 
the national question settled peacefully and 
constitutionally if possible, but if constitution- 
al methods should fail, I believe there are no 
lengthsto which they will not go to accomplsh 
their purpose.” 

Mr. Eagan wished it distinctly understood 
that he did not say this in any sense as a 
threat, but only as an honest expression of 
opinion. Mr. Eagan says the league has for- 
warded to Mr. Parnell during last two months 
about $80,000, 

Sir T. D. Acland, M. P., who has just returned 
from a visitto Gladstone at Hawarden, ad- 
dressed the electors of Somerset today. In the 
course of his speech he referred to the various 
statements in the newspapers concerning Glad- 
stene’s intentions in regard to home rule for 
Ireland. He advised his hearers not to put 
any faith in these published reports which, he 
affirmed, were utterly unreliable. He further 
declared that Gladstone does not desire to re- 
sume office, of which he has had enough, but is 
ready to do his duty, whatever that duty may 
be. 

The Patriotic Union of Dublin has issued a 
manifesto enlarging the scope of its organiza- 
tion, so as to include loyalists of all creeds 
who desire to preserve the unity of the em- 
pire.

THE PRINCE OF WALES. 


The Alleged Would-be Assassins of the 
Prince in Court. 

Lonpon, December 23.—The magisterial ex- 
amination of the case of John and Sarah Ma- 
gee, arrested on the 18th inst. at Kensington, 
on the charge of attempting to procure money 
from the prince of Wales by writing threaten- 
ing letters, was held teday. The letters re- 
ferred to stated that four men had been ap- 
pointed to murder the prince of Wales for 500 
pounds each, and Magee offered to inform on 
the intended assassins provided they were 
given 500 pounds and a free pardon. The de- 
tectives who were detailed to work up the case 
met the Magees by appointment, and gave 
them a package containing 500 farthings. This 
was done to lead the prisoners to believe tlit 
their request was being fully complied with, 
so that the detective might get the whole story 
from the Magees, and see if there was any 
truth in it. Magee, discovering that the 
package contained farthings instead of pound 
pieces, he upbraided the“ prince for his treach- 
ery, and demanded 1,500 pounds, and 
threatened to shoot the police who 
arrested him. The crown prosecutor, believing 
Mrs. Magee innocent, and that she was en- 
tirely under the influence of her husband, 
withdrew the charge against her, and she was 
discharged from custody. It was proved by 
the draft of letters found in Magee’s pocket 
book that the letters were in his handwriting. 
He wes committed for trial. 


No Reason for the Export of Gold. 

NzEw YorK, December 23.—The Evening 
Post, in its Wall street article, says: 

“The talk of the exports of gold was still the 
point that attracted the most attention, though it 
appeared to have lost a good deal of the effect 
which it had yesterday, when it was announced so 
suddenly that it took everybody by surprise. The 
important fact, however, became known before 
long that the rates for the actual purchase of 
bankers’ demand bills was only 48944, which is 
to 44 below the rate at which gold can be shipped 
without loss to the shipper. This made it more 
clear that the advance in the rate of exchange had 
been artificial, and that there was no legitimate 
financial reason tor the export of gold.”’

Where an indictment charged 
a husband with the.offence of whipping, beat- 
img and cruelly maltreating his wife, there 
was no error in allowing several witnesses to 
testify to several distinct beatings within two 
years prior to the indictment. It was error to 
reguire counsel for the state to elect one of 
these transactions on which he would rely, and 
when the election was made, to rule out all 
evidence in relation to the other transactions, 
but this was an error against the state of 
which the defendant could not complain, 

(a.) If acertiorari was properly dismissed, 
the judgment will not be reversed, though the 
court based it upon an erroneous reason. 

2. It the defendant in a criminal case, in

A hearing was had, and 
the restraining order against one of the de- 
fendants was rescinded, and leave was granted 
to it to proceed with its morgage fi. fa. against 
the property mortgaged.

So long asthe custody of bag- 
gage is incident either to a past or prospective 
transportation of the passenger, the company 
must be regarded atleast as a bailee for hire,

Held, that the storage of the trunk for a 
night wes not an unreasonoble length of time, 
and if it- was removed the next morning from 
the room to the platform for the purpose of 
being sent forward with the passenger on the 
other road, and the company’s agent undertook 
to perform this duty, but neglected it, the com- 
pany would be liable, if not asa common Car- 
rier, for want of extraordinary care, at least as 
a hbailee for hire, for want of ordinary care. 

2.. The company could not relieve itself of 
responsibility without in some manner ac- 
counting for the loss of the trunk and showing 
how it left its custody. lis failure to do this 
would warrant the inferenge that the trunk 
vas stolen by its servants or was lost in conse- 
quence of their gross neglect. Nor is the 
charge of negligence fully met by evidence 
produced to show that the building used for 
the storage of baggage was safe and secure, in 
charge of trusty agents and servants, and prop- 
erly guarded by day and night.

The de- 
fendant pleaded as follows: He was induced 
to purchase the land by the false and fraud- 
ulent representations of the plaintiff that the 
tract containd six hundred acres, when in fact 
it contained only a little over three hundred 
acres. A part enclosed upder fence 
near the Catoosa Springs\| did not 
belong to the plaintiff, and _ this, in 
a great measure, destroyed the value of 
the springs property. The premises were rep- 
rented to be in good repair, and he was pre- 
vented from examining them. by rea- 
son of the plaintiff's having locked 
up the houses and carried off the keys until 
the contract was made. The defendant paid 
£2,500 in cash, and gave his note for $7,590 as 
the balance of the purchace money. When he 
examined the premises, he found them out of 
repair and in a very dilapidated condition, and 
he expended a very large sum of money in re- 
pairing them. The purchase was induced and 
made by reason of these false and fraudulent 
representations. Defendant prayed a rescis- 
sion of the contract; that the plaintiff be de- 
creed to pay him the amount expended in re- 
pairing the premises and the amount which 
he had paid on the purchase money. He of- 
fered to account for and pay the rents: 

Held, that the allegations in the equitable 
plea were suflicient to authorize the relief 
prayed for, although no insolvency was al- 
leged.

(b.) The plaintiff having brought his ac-

Blandford, J.—1. A motion for new trial 
will lie in this state to a decree rendered in an 
cquity case, and as aremedy it is as complete 
as a motion for new trial at law, and is more 
full and complete than a bill for review,in that 
it reaches all errors of law committed by the 
court as well as errors of fact committed in the 
finding of the jury, while a bill of review can 
reach only such errors as are apparent upon 
the record. 

2, Since the practice of allowing motions for 
new trial in equity cases in this state has been 
ac optga, itis necessary for a bill of review to 
contamn some allegation of facts which have 
been discovered since the trial, which will 
show that the decree was improperly rendered

(a) A technical bill of review does not lie 
in this state, but only a bill in the nature of a 
bill of review. 

3. Where a motion for new trial was made, 
and was dismissed, under the ruling of this 
court on a writ of error, and another motion 
for new trial was made on extraordinary 
grounds, which was dismissed by the superior 
court, and its judgment was affirmed by this 
court, it was then too late for the moving party 
to file a bill of review, alleging the same errors 
as were set out in the motions for new trial;

a Senator Hampton's Bill. 

Thira ' Wade Hampton has introduced a 
bilfimancng it a misdemeanor in a senator 
or representative to recommend any person 
for appointment to public office, and he pro- 
poses to press the bill after the holidays. 
Mr. Hampton is very much in earnest. He 
considers the present system vicious, and he 
knows it is well nigh intolerable: He there- 
fore proposes to shift the entire burden to 
the executive department, where it theoret- 
ically belongs. 

No doubt the present system robs congress- 
men of time that should be devoted to the 
consideration of bills in the committee room 
or on the floor. No doubt it degrades and 
helittles one of the people’s representatives 
to await his turn, hat in hand, at the door 
ofsome office dispensatory. No doubt he 
would like to be relieved ofthe disagreeable 
duty. But would there be any gain in trans- 
ferring the office-hunting Growdfrom the con- 
gzressional lobbies to the white house and the 
departments? If oflicers are to be given out 
through the influence of personal or political 
friends, Mr. Hampton’s bill would simply 
substitute political magnates outside of con- 
gress for those within. Congressmen might 
be relieved, but the greater evil would re- 
wain. 

The entire subject needs discussion and 
consideration. Even if it fails of passage 
nothing but good can flow from a free dis- 
cussion of the subject, and this, it is said, 
Mr. Hampton proposes to push upon the 
senate. His bill makes it unlawful for sen- 
ators and representatives ‘‘to recommend or 
solicit, directly or indirectly, the appoint- 
ment of any person to an office under the 
government of the United States,’ and 
provides a fine of not more than $5,000 or 
less than $900 for the misdemeanor, one-half 
of which is te go to the informer. The bill 
contains a clause hdwever that permits a 
member oi congress to indorse applications 
for office as to ‘the facts of the case or the 
character of the application.”’ If Senator 
Hampton is desirous of getting rid of the 
office-hnunting business altogether, he will do 
well to have this clause sthicken out ; for un- 
der a statement of facts can be lugged in all 
the indorsement that an applicant can de- 
sire. ees 

The truth is; the proposed law is imprac- 
ticalde; and no such Jaw will ever be en- 
forced until the spitit of the civil service act 
is extended in some form soas te cover all 
classes of government employes: The execu- 
live unaided cannot select one hundred 
thousand. officials, and when congressmen 
really desire to be relieved of the torment 
they will devise some’ board or, commission 
to stand between the place-hunters and the 
appointing power, Until they do this they 
must be content to take up the ‘‘papers’’ of 
applicants and nimbly trot from the white 
house to the departments and from the de- 
partments to the bureaus in search of petty 
places for hungry constituents. 


Manual ‘Training. 

The St. Lonis manual training schoo! is 
no doubt the model industrial school of the 
country. Of the five lines of instruction 
covered in the three years’ course, three are 
purely intellectual, while the other two are 
beth intellectual and manual. The purely 
intellectual seetion embraces mathematics in 
all its departments, science, the English 
language and literature, history and the ele- 


‘One is too official, 


equally comprehensive. It includes pen- 
manship, free-hand and mechanical drawing 
and a wide range of tool instruction in car- 
pentry, wood turning, moulding, brazing, 
soldering, forging and bench and machine 
work in metals. 

Dr. Woodward recently explained the sys- 
tem of this excellent school. Continuous 
mental discipline is the great aim and ob 
ject, as much so as in the classical schools. 
The student is not permitted to become an 
automaton. No blow is struck ,by him, no 
line drawn, no motion regulated by mechan- 
jeal habit. This stage is never reached. The 
Only habit acquired is that of thinking. The 
quality of his very act springs from the 
conscious will, accompanied by a definite 
act of judgment. It is the object of the St. 
Louis school to turn out, not boys who have 
been specially trained in one mechanical 
line, to the exclusion, er at least to the neg- 
lect, of the other lines, but evenly trained 
boys, with a broad foundation of servicable 
knowledge, upon which they can readily 
build whatever superstructure of expertwess 
may be required by their future career. 

Whenever Georgia is ready to adopt the 
new system, she should send competent men 
tostndy the St. Louis school. There is 
danger that we will aim too high in the mat- 
ter of technical education, and that the 
sult will be very different than we desire. 
There can be no question of the good that 
the proposed institution will do if it takes 
St. Louis, not Hohoken or Boston, as a work- 
ing model,

fever experts and a specialist in microscopy,

The work that M. Pasteur} has conducted 
in France, and Dr. Koch in Berlin, has been 
supplemented in’ Mexico and Brazilgby Dis. 
Carmona and Freyre; and the two last 
named claim to have discovered 2 microbe 
to whose presence in the system yellow 
fever is due. The two eminent doctors also 
Claim to be able to give safety from the 
dread disease by inoculating persons ex- 
posed to if with yellow fever microbes that 
have heen: dessecated and kept, thus ina 
state of suspended“nnimation for a consider- 
able length of time. 

The new theory is accepted by the Mex- 
ican government, and Dr. Carmona has in- 
oelated the garrison at Vera Cruz. The em- 
peror of Brazil is actively interested in the 
prosecution of Dr. Freyre’s studies. both 
sovernments have practically indorsed the 
new. preventive. In this country Dr. 
Joseph Holt, president; of the Louisiana 
board of health, indorses the new theory. 
He recently stated before the American pub- 
lic health association, setting in Washing- 
ton, that persons who have been inoculated 
with Dr. Carmona’s germs ‘‘have been able 
to pass through most virulent epidemics 
unseathed.’’? The eminent physicians and 
specialists of the association indorsed the 
method, and asked congress to send a com- 
mission to investigate its merits. 

The subject is one of deep importance to 
all the country south of the Ohio river; and 
on such testimony as has been presented 
congress should not hesitate to previde for 
the appointment of a competent commission 
to ascertain what has been accomplished in 
the direction of preventing by inoculation 
epidemics of yellow fever.. The cost would 
not be great, and the benefits, if any, would 
be incaleula

Christiani- 
ty grewup inthe great cities, and Paul had 
more trouble with the country churches of 
Galatea than with those of Rome, Corinth, 
Antioch and Ephesus combined. The modern 
city, too, is better than the ancient one, In 
Rome 350 out of every 1,000 persons were pau- 
pers. In London to-day there are but 26 out 
of every 1,000. Pauperism is not the result of 
the modern massing of capital; it is the joint 
product of the pagan degradation of labor and 
the Christian canonization of poverty. The 
four things which threaten us most in city life 
are illiteracy, intemperance, crowding in tene-

‘The passage takes from ten days to two ——— 
On reaching Labfador the passengers are @x- 
hausted and half poisoned by foul air and filth. 
They are, however, forced to go on shore at once 
and clean out the turf huts which have been filled 
with ice and snow all the winter. In these 
wretched hovels; which are always damp and 
dirty, the poor creatures must live throughont the 
season. The curing of the fish is a labori- 
ous and incessant task, and at the end 
of the season, having meanwhile beer ill-fed, 
worse lodged; and worn out by hard work, the 
white slaves are orce more packed into theneisome 
holds of the schooners and consigned to another 
hideous voyage. As storms are frequent. toward 
the close of the season, and as it is almost impossi- 
ble for the inmates ef the hold to get ont in the 
event of an emergency, the wrecks which are 
numerous in the fallof the year too often include 
the drowning of whole families like rats in a trap. 
rhis is how it came to pass that so many women 
and children were lost in the late severe gale on 
the coast of Labrador.

Interview of Dr, Billings with Pasteur—How the 
Little Ones were Inoculated-The Party to 
Remain in Paris Ten Days~—A Visit to 
the Laboratory of the Scientist.

Paris, December 23,—{Special.]—The steam- 
ship Canada, which sailed from New York on 
December 9 for Havre, having on board Patrick 
Reynolds, Willie Lane, Patrick Ryan aud Aus- 
tin Fitzgerald, the Newark boys who had been 
bitten by a mad dog, arrived at Havre on time, 
and the party proceeded at once to Paris. Ar- 
riving in Paris Mrs. Ryan and the children 
under her charge were placed in comfort in a 
small hotel near M. Pasteur’s laboratory. Dr. 

sillings then started in search of M. Pasteur. 
It was now five o'clock, and little hope was 
entertained of finding the object of search, but 
fortunately the precaution had been taken to 
inform himeby telegraph of the coming of the 
party, and he was found waiting in hisoflice in 
the normal school, Rue Ulm. M., Pasteur wel- 
comed Dr. Billings most cordially, and sug- 
gested that the inoculation be made tomorrow. 

“But cannotit beattended totonight?”’ asked 
Dr. Billings.

M. Pasteur then said:

Scarcely had the soup with which the din- 
ner was begun been finished when word was 
broughtthat M, Pasteur and assistant would 
be ready for the party at 7 o'clock. Itis 
scarcely necessary to say that we were punc- 
tual, In the laboratory were at 
the hour gathered all the members of 
the party, including Mrs. Ryan. We had to 
wait a few minutes while M. Pasteur inocula- 
ted a Hungarian officer, who had been bitten a 
fortnight before at Pesth by the mad dog ofa 
druggist. This officer, who is 1 handsome fel- 
low. had been badly bitten in his mght arm. 
When he came out of the laboratory D«. Gran- 
cher produced a vial of virus, syringes, and 
lancets, 

“Begin with the eldest first,’ ad M. 
Pasteur, whereupon the youngest at once segan 
io bawl, but was soon quieted. Youvg Leu 
was chosen asthe first subject, sevied ina 
chair, and told to uncover his abdowen. 
Pasteur was seated close. to the boy on the 
right an Dr. Grancher infront. The iatter 
filled his syringe, gathered up a_ portion 
ol the flesh neal the navel, 
aud before the boy fairly realize what 
was bappening, had thrust in the instrtment 
and the ineculation was safely over. The turns 
of Fitzgerald, Reynolds and Baby Ryan then 
followed. Either the children bore the 
operation bravely. The whole affair lasted 
less than a quarter of an hour. M. Pasteur 
did not look at the wounds, but he was full of 
gcntleness and sympathy for the children.

WasnrnctToxn, D. C., December 21.—Th 
Evening Star has the fotowing:, Cénsul-ien 
eral Muciler—whose report upon the feeling 
of the Germar government towards the United 
States is tikeiy to lead to diplomatic crre- 
spomtence hetween the two countries, and 
probably to demand on the part of Germany 
for Bueller's reeall—comes from the same town 
with Representative Foran, of Ohio, who 
knows him very well. Foran says the report 
is very characteristic of the writer, who, he as- 
serts, is a man of very advanced liberal 
views and a believer in a republiean form of 
goverpment. He reported that the German 
government is afraid and jealous of the 
importation of American pork and still more 
so of the importation of American ideas. He 
is what was known as a forty-eighter, having 
been obliged to leave Germany, his native 
country, on cecount of participation in the 
revolution of 48, when the liberal Germans 
strove for a constitutional form of government. 
In this country his republican ideas have had 
full growth, as well as his antagonism te mon- 
archial government. When he went back to 
his native land, as a representative of this 
country, he carried with him all his American 
ideas. Mr. Foran says further that he would
